Burial of Mgr. Denis O’Callaghan In 
South Boston Reveals Facts Con­ 
cerning Quaint Little Structure 
— Erected Nearly Century. 


Boston.—With the disbanding of the 
cortege, numbering thousands, which 
escorted the remains of Mgr. Denis 
O'Callaghan, South Bostons beloved 
priest, to their last resting place with­ 
in the walls of St. Augustine’s chapel, 
a few days ago, the strange fact de­ 
veloped, through fragments of conver­ 
sation overheard here and there, that 
but few of all the throng had ever 
before heard of the quaint little brick 
structure on Dorchester street, South 
Boston, or of the 
little 
cemetery 
which lies around it. I 
Yet that little chapel and its ceme­ 
tery are possessed of deep historic 
interest, to New England Catholics, for 
the cemetery was the first New Eng­ 
land soil consecrated to the burial 
of Catholics exclusively, and within 
the walls of the chapel rest the ashes 
of many of the pioneers among the 
priests of what is now the archdio­ 
cese of Boston. 
Nearly a century ago, in 1818 to be 
exact, St. Augustine’s cemetery was 
established. 
Its setting aside was 
due to the sentimental regard of Bish­ 
op John Cheverus, the first Catholic 
bishop of Boston, for the compatriot 
and co-worker, Fr. Francis Anthony 
Matignon, who had been a priest 
in 
Boston for more than a quarter of a 
century. 
Fr. Matignon was sent to 
this city in 1792 to administer to the 
spiritual needs of the then relative­ 
ly small Catholic colony, and four 
years later, finding the field of his en­ 
deavors growing constantly, he sent 
to France and induced Fr. Cheverus 
to join him in the work. 
When the 
authorities at Rome decided to raise 
Boston to a bishopric it was intended 
to promote Fr. Martignon, but he pre­ 
vailed upon them to confer the honor 
on Fr. Cheverus instead. 
When Fr. Martignon died, in 1818, 
there w as no Catholic burying ground 
in this section, and the body was laid 
in th© family f,omb of John Wagner, 
in the Old Granary burying ground. 
Resolved that his long-time friend 
and co-worker should rest in conse­ 
crated soil, with a fitting monument, 
Bishop Cheverus decided upon tho 
requisition of a 
Catholic 
burying 
ground and the erection of a chapel 
in it. 
Whether a suitable location could 
not bo secured within the then nar­ 
row limits of the city or whether the 
purchase of city property was beyond

Marquette, Mich., May 31.— Former 
President Theodore R oosevelt won his 
libel suit today against Geo. A. N ew ­ 
el t, editor of the Marquette Iron Ore, 
who charged him with drunkenness 
in IU.- paper. 
Roosevelt waived claim 
for punitive dam ages after the de 
fondant had uttered a retraction. The 
jury awarded nominal damages of G 
cents, as the law of Michigan pro­ 
vides. 
Each party will pay his own ex­ 
penses, the colonel's being close to 
$10,coo and N ew ett’s 
about 
$2,000. 
Judge Flannagan instructed the jury 
to Tiring in a verdict for the plaintiff, 
which they did without leaving their 
s< ats. 
Colonel R oosevelt left for the 
east two hours later, accompanied by 
his friends. 
T he climax of the case w as dra­ 
matic, 
“ Plaintiff rests,’’ announced 
Roosevelt's aUorney. 
“The defense will call 
Mr. N ew ­ 
ett,” the defendant’s lawyer said, and 
N rw ett took 
tho 
stand 
and 
began 
reading a retraction. 
“I have been unable to find In any 
section of the country any w itness 
who will state that they personally 
have seen Colonel Roosevelt drink to 
excess, and T am forced to the con 
elusion that I was m istaken.” 
“The libel was published in good 
faith,” N ew ett said, “and in the be­ 
lief that the public should have the 
proper 
information 
about 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, who was then a candidate 
for president. 
No demand for a re­ 
traction has ever been made.” 
N ew ett said that he had taken for 
tv depositions, but that an attem pt to 
use them would be an injustice was 
already apparent to him and his at­ 
torneys. 
• Colonel Roosevelt, by the court’s 
# 
permission, said he would waive any 
damages except the amount allow’ed 
by law. 
Of the purpose of the suit, 
Roosevelt said: 
“I wished once for all, during my 
life, to deal with these slanderers, 
so that never again will it he possi­ 
ble for any man in good faith to re­ 
peat them .” 
Roosevelt was delighted with the 
verdict and

OPINION OF THE SUPREME COURT 


C. C. Crow, Who Took Testimony in 
Case, Reported That He Found 
Nothing Contemptuous in 
Article Complained Of. 


Jefferson City, Mo., June 2.—The 
Missouri supreme court 
today 
dis­ 
charged William 
R. 
Nelson, owner 
and editor of the Kansas City Star, 
lr jm contempt of tile Jackson county 
circuit court. 
The decision w’as unanimous. 
Judge Joseph G. Guthrie, of Kan­ 
sas City, sentenced the editor to one 
day in the county jail on Feb. I. He 
based his action on the publication 
ii an article which said that Judge 
Guthrie had refused to dismiss a di­ 
vorce suit until 
the 
parties, 
who 
settled it out of court and asked dis­ 
missal, had iiaid the attorneys’ fees. 
C. C. Crow’, appointed special com­ 
missioner to take the testimony for 
the supreme court, reported that he 
found nothing contemptuous 
in the 
article. 
The decision was by Judge Wood­ 
son. The supreme court held that tho 
article was contemptuous, but order­ 
ed Nelson discharged from contempt 
solely on 
the 
ground 
that 
Judge 
Guthrie 
prepared 
his 
opinion 
thy 
night before the trial for contempt. 
The decision further says: 
“We are clearly of the opinion that 
the publication was not literally °r 
substantially true, 
hut 
was highly 
contemptuous to both the 
court and 
the judge thereof.’* 
It was admissible, however, .Tiidgo 
Woodson held, to have admitted tes­ 
timony showing that no malice was 
intended.

Thus He will ultimately

great victory over sin and death, and 
deliver humanity from their pow’er. 
No one but Jesus can do this. Hence 
we must wait for the appointed time 
—the establishment of the Messianic 
Kingdom. 
Meantime, it is ours to 
batter down the 
hell 
of 
torm ent 
which 
for 
centuries 
has troubled 
God’s saints and turned the hearts of 
the masses from their Creator. 
The Pastor dealt 
some 
vigorous 
blows at the doctrine he condemned. 
They were not blows of anger nor of 
sentiment, but blows of logir and of 
Scripture. 
He urged his hearers not 
to think that the cultured and intel­ 
ligent ministers oppose him. 
His op 
ponents are comparatively 
few*, he 
said, and they are of two classes. 
Some good, and honest, but ignorant; 
others thoroughly informed, who no 
more believe in a tell of torture than 
does the Pastor, dodge the question 
and give the impression that they 
believe it, so as to hoodwink the peo 
pie. and keep them in darkness on a 
subject of the most vital importance 
Jo 
human 
happiness, 
now 
and 
through eternity. 
The masses of Christian ministers 
are educated. 
Preachers iii general 
know' well that the Bible does not 
teach 
a 
hell 
of torture—that the 
w'ords Sheol, Hades, 
Gehenna 
and 
T artarus do not signify a place of 
torture—where all except the saintly 
will everlastingly suffer. 
These min 
isters do not come forth into the 
open with me to combat the error, 
presumably^ because they do not re­ 
alize 
that 
this terrible blasphemy 
against the Divine character lies at 
the bottom of nearly all the godless­ 
ness and the growing unbelief in the 
Divine Word now' prevalent. 
To me 
it is evident, said the Pastor, that 
reverence for God and faith in the 
Bible can never be restored until this 
great Moloch of false teaching shall 
be demolished.
